This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 3- 
8, 11-16 and 21-30 non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 3-8, 11-16 and 
21-30 been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1 -2, 9-1 0 and 1 7-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of a method for 

manufacturing a semiconductor device recited in the base claims 1 , 2, 9 and 10. 
Specifically, the combination of the process comprising: irradiating the semiconductor 
layer with a laser beam to crystallize the semiconductor layer wherein the laser beam is 
a second harmonic component having a wavelength of 532 nm generated from a 
continuous-oscillate light source, and wherein the irradiation of the semiconductor layer 
is conducted in such a manner that the semiconductor layer is scanned with the laser 
beam in parallel with a carrier flow direction in the channel region or from the source 
region to the drain region (claims 1, 2 and 10); or the combination of the process 
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comprising: irradiating the semiconductor layer with a linear laser beam to crystallize the 
semiconductor layer, while moving the substrate in a direction approximately 
perpendicular to a lengthy direction of the linear laser beam, wherein the linear laser 
beam is a second harmonic component having a wavelength of 532 nm generated from 
a continuous-oscillate light source (claim 9).
